My thanks to the I.N.A. for giving me the chance to keep you alive 
at the Preakfast program, in Cedar Rapids, At the breakfast, your new 
President, Dean Oakes, introduced me with a comment about Banana Labels} 
We never went further in the ‘diseyssion of these labels, All started 
in my This and That column in 1967, 2iming to make the Chiquite Banana 
label, "Fantasy Stamp of the Year", a left handed poke at ali the fan- 
tasy, psuedo and controversial coin issues in the hobby, The idea must 
have been a good one, as banana labels have been associated with me, 
and my column, since that time. We mention the sticky things just to | 
keep collectors up to date, 

The fantasy coins we had in mind were the ones from the Order of 
Malta, or Malta, These have no relation to the Island of Malta except 
in association with the. Knights of Malta, who left the island in 1798, 
They use the name, to-day, Sovereign Military Order of the Knights of 
Malta, on their coin issues from Rome, Italy, They can not be spent 
anywhere, Private issues for the Sovereign Order of St, John of Jer- 
usalem, struck in 1965 are also in the hanana label class. 

None of the coins ever minted for use on the Island of Malta carry 
the name of the Island, Even Pritish coins in the 1/3 farthing denom- 
ination, did not carry the Island*s name, 

There is a long article of mine, on the subject, on file in the 
editorial offices of The Numismatist, which will explain the whole 
complicated operation. 

Rather than do a column in Numismatic News, we thought this might 
be a better idea, Maybe if every speaker, at any coin show, would 
write an article for the home publication, it would be a new innov- 
ation, and keep editors happy/reasonably happy)

SOME NUMISMATIC HERESIES: 

(The following is an excerpt from the talk given at the Illnois 
Numismatic Association Convention by John S, Davenport, of Knox Col- 
td Galesburg, Illnois. Future Bulletins will carry more of the 
talk). 

"I suspect this is not going to be a pleasant reading for some of 
you, but, as the heresies I am about to propound are of my own idea, 
and not yours, you may settle back and relax, I call them Command- 
ments, and limit them to five, and I assume they will be obeyed as 
well as the Original Ten, 

The first one =- Thou Shall Not Collect Coins Primarily For Their 
Investment Potential, 

Two reasons are usually given for disobeying this Commandment. 
First, that buying rolls, let's say, makes it possible for more peo- 
ple in the future, to possess uncirculated coins; and second. buying 
for prcfit - and selling, of course, makes it possible for the trans- 
-ient owner to buy other coins for his collection that he could not 
otherwise afford, 

One might comment that the Romans made no particular effort to pre- 
serve their coins for future generations, but Roman Denarii, in nice 
condition, may be purchasec to-day, We have seen what has happened in 
the stamp field, with thousands of collectors laying away thousands 
of sheets of commemorative stamps, and sometimes selling them at a 
price below face value, 

The ultimate pleasure in the possession of any coin, should and 
must be the artistic stimulation which it gives to the owner to know 
more, or all, about it rather than any monetary yalve which may be 
attached to it, 

One of the most depressing aspects of coin collecting is observed 
in the sales catalogs of some of our leading American dealers, Under- 
neath a description of a choice coin, will be the notation! Catalogs 
$50. but should bring $90.' Or, 'Should double in price, in two years 
time', This pattern is for the Buyer, in the coin market, and not for 
the Numismatist, What is one to think of the future for genuine coin 
collectors, when there are firms that serfad out investment coin Bro- 
chures, to people of means, that they may purchase coins to stash 
away in safety deposit boxes, and wait for the market to rise,"
